Potty parking drives residents mad 


WHAT a difference a day makes - not to mention a 
change in car parking policy. 

These pictures show roads in Dorchester on Sunday, 
virtually empty, and on Monday when they are nose 
to tail with parked cars. 

Residents say the reason is a change in parking pol¬ 
icy at Dorset County Hall with the start of a daily 
parking charge for staff and an increase in charges for 
public parking at the county hospital. 

Prior to this both the county council and the hospital 
had been working on policies to help reduce parking 
on residential streets in Dorchester - but at a stroke 
their own parking arrangements have now added to 
the problems. 

“It’s a nightmare, at times, to get safely out of our 
own drive because of the increase in cars who park 
here all day long,” said one Clarence Road resident, 
“They start arriving from 7.30am and an hour later 
all the spaces are taken.” 

Other roads affected include Herringston Road, 
Queen’s Avenue, South Court Avenue, all of the 
minor roads off Monmouth Road, Wessex Road and 
even some streets at the eastern end of Poundbury. 
Maiden Castle Road has seen drivers parking within 
the “islands” which were installed to slow traffic 
down. At times, because of the increase parking, the 
road is often at a standstill as drivers struggle to pass 
each other. The route is also used as a rat run into the 
town, along with Clarence Road and Maud Road - 
which in turn has led to increased queuing along 
Darners Road towards Great Western Cross. 

The problems have been compounded in recent 
months by the closure of the town’s park and ride

which county hall and hospital staff were previously 
encouraged to use - but failed to do so in enough 
numbers to make the service viable throughout the 
year. 

Said Dorchester councillor Alistair Chisholm: 
“Charging for staff parking and the removal of the 
park and ride service may make DCC’s bottom line 
look better at a time when we all know that the bud¬ 
gets for local authorities have been slashed but surely 
the first duty of all local authorities is to the people 
they represent. 

“The problem of parking in residential streets has 
been an issue in the county town for many years and 
these actions by DCC will only make things worse.” 

In response to the problems Dorset County Council 
has negotiated a reduced rate bus pass with First Bus 
for staff travelling between Portland, Weymouth and 
Dorchester. It has also urged staff to consider using 
its car share scheme and to consider other means of 
transport such as cycling, rail, or walking to work. 

The council has also stopped the system where of¬ 
ficial visitors coming to see county council staff could 
book a car space close to the council offices. They 
will now have to use public car parks - if they can 
find a space. 

Clarence Road resident Bob Kerr says he and his 
neighbours would like to see something done to re¬ 
solve parking, which can make it dangerous for resi¬ 
dents to get in and out of their drives.

“The problem is bad and getting worse. Our road is 
often a one-way avenue with cars parked on both 
sides. The traffic starts in earnest shortly after 7am. 
Commercials of all sizes, buses as well as school 
buses and some ambulances regularly use this street 
as it has become a major rat-run avoiding both Wey¬ 
mouth Avenue and the by-pass. 

“Whenever I count the vehicle flow, whether morn¬ 
ing, afternoon or evening, I count at least 10 vehicles 
a minute. When we moved here over 21-years-ago it 
was unusual to see a car parked on this road, now it 
is so crowded with parked cars it is extremely diffi¬ 
cult to drive out of one's drive as the view is always 
obscured, both left and right, and that is providing 
one's drive is left clear of parked vehicles. As a resi¬ 
dential area, and school zone (Thomas Hardye School 
and Dorchester Middle School) it represents an acci¬ 
dent waiting to happen. 

“We would love to see the introduction of bollards, 
blocking the entrance from Maiden Castle Road, or 
double yellow lines, or time restricted parking intro¬ 
duced in the new plan for Dorchester, anything that 
would deter the parking, volume of traffic, exhaust 
pollution and accompanying vehicle noise.”

Care staff hold protest 
over proposed pay cuts 


LOW paid care workers in Dorset claim they could 
be forced to accept pay cuts amounting to as much 
as £2,600 a year. 

Some staged a silent protest outside Dorset County 
Hall to highlight their concerns. 

The care staff are employed by Dorset company 
Tricuro, which was set up just over a year ago by 
Dorset, Poole and Bournemouth councils to provide 
care to elderly and disabled residents. 

It plans to cut the wages staff receive for working 
at the weekend or on public holidays. 

Unison claim that poor planning has left the com¬ 
pany with a £1.3million hole in its budget and has 
forced the company to renege on a promise made 
when it was started, not to cut wages. 

Unison, which represents the 400 employees di¬ 
rectly affected by the changes, is calling on Tricuro’s 
three local authority owners to face up to the problem 
and enter negotiations involving ACAS, in an at¬ 
tempt to solve the dispute. 

The union’s South West head of local government 
Gavin Brooks said: “When Tricuro was set up last 
year, care staff were promised that the transfer from 
the councils wouldn’t mean any loss in pay. Now, 
barely 12 months on, it is trying to break this 
promise. 

“To make matters worse, Tricuro managers have 
been waving P45s at these staff, threatening them 
with the sack if they refuse to agree to the changes. 

“Tricuro staff work long hours looking after vulner¬ 
able elderly and disabled people across the county. 
They deserve better than to be intimidated in this way.

These low-paid workers rely on the extra cash they 
get for working unsocial hours to make ends meet.” 

Aid Unison Dorset County Council assistant branch 
secretary Ken Attwooll: “Tricuro’s council owners 
could easily solve this problem without hurting staff. 
The company is claiming it’s cash-strapped, but it was 
able hand back £345,000 to council shareholders last 
year. 

“Dorset, Bournemouth and Poole councils must 
recognise that a decent care service requires invest¬ 
ment in staff. This is about fulfilling a promise made 
and properly valuing the essential service care work¬ 
ers provide. The councils must join Tricuro in talks 
with the union through ACAS and resolve this unnec¬ 
essary dispute.” 

The union says that under the proposed changes an 
assistant cook working on Saturdays stands to lose up 
to £666 a year, and a care assistant working Sundays 
up to £836. Night staff who do a double shift at the 
weekend could be down as much as £2,600 a year. 

Unison says that staff were given eight days to sign 
a “voluntary agreement” and were told that if they did 
not agree the company would move to a formal pro¬ 
cess of dismissal. 

Conservative spokesman at the county council for 
adult heath, care and independence, Councillor Jill 
Haynes, said that no one had been dismissed and that 
a 45-day consultation period had started on October 
9th.

Little green 
bus clocks up 
4,000 journeys 


THE Dorset Community bus 
service has celebrated clock¬ 
ing up more than 4,000 pas¬ 
senger trips since county 
council funding cuts earlier 
in the year led to the closure 
of 26 rural bus routes. 

Dorset Community Trans¬ 
port (DCT) made sure 12 of 
the routes could keep going. 

Since April, when the cuts 
were announced, DCT’s 
PlusBus service - affection¬ 
ately known by some passen¬ 
gers as the “little green bus” 
- has provided more than 
4,000 passenger journeys, 
from doctor’s visits to sim¬ 
ple, but vital, trips to the 
shops. 

There are now more than 
400 people registered with 
the service, and demand has 
been such that DCT has had 
to introduce additional ser¬ 
vices, including Bridport and 
Dorchester. 

Said 73-year-old Mary 
Head, from East Lulworth: “I 
really rely on the little green 
bus. Where I live is very iso¬ 
lated, and when I found out 
that the council was cutting 
my usual route I was morti¬ 
fied. It actually made me feel 


really depressed.” 

“We have one lady on the 
bus who is 92 and I think it’s 
the only time she gets out. For 
someone living alone, who is 
perhaps not able to walk very 
well and has not got family 
around, you need to be able to 
get out and have something to 
look forward to.” 

Added Chris Kirk, from 
West Lulworth: “I was really 
worried when I first found out 
about the cuts. I would have 
had to change my dentist and 
doctor. I’m very glad for the 
service that DCT provides - 
it’s fast and efficient.” 

Said DCT’s General Man¬ 
ager Tim Christian: “When we 
heard about the cuts, we were 
determined to help offer an af¬ 
fordable solution for many of 
the residents who had con¬ 
tacted us with their concerns. 

“We are a charity with a mis¬ 
sion to provide accessible 
transport for people who are 
unable to get out and about. 
We are so pleased that we have 
been able to continue making 
a difference for people living 
in some of Dorset’s most iso¬ 
lated rural communities.” 


Train station fire 
'exaggerated' 

South West Trains say that reports of 
explosions and a fire at Dorchester 
South Station last week exaggerated 
the situation. 

The company says there were 
sparks caused by an electrical fault 
which led to the power being shut 
down - but there was no fire and no 
one onboard was harmed. 

Several newspapers reported that 
there had been a fire in one of the 
carriage shortly after 6.15pm last 
Tuesday (8th) with several talking 
about'explosions'. 

South WestTrains says the incident 
was quickly over with Police, Fire 
Crews and Paramedics stood down 
on arrival. 

The fire service brought in appli¬ 
ances from Dorchester, Weymouth, 
Maiden Newton and Bridport be¬ 
cause of the potential numbers 
which might have been involved in 
any incident. 

South WestTrains said: "Passengers 
were taken off the 1803 Weymouth 
to Waterloo service at Dorchester 
South station after reports of electri¬ 
cal arcing underneath the train. 

"Emergency services were called as 
a precaution, but were not required. 

"There was no fire, although the in¬ 
cident did result in flashes, smoke 
and a bang, as well as cosmetic dam¬ 
age to the train. 

"Replacement transport was pro¬ 
vided for passengers to get them to 
their destination. We are sorry for the 
disruption caused to their journeys."

Dorchester falls silent to 
remember its war dead 


HUNDREDS of people gathered around Dorchester’s 
war memorial on the comer of South Walks Road and 
South Street on Sunday to pay their respects to those 
who lost their lives at war. 

The 6th Battalion The Rifles led the mayoral party 
through Trinity Street to the memorial before the 
marching band led the service cadets, ex-service as¬ 
sociations, public services and public organisations. 

The wreath layers, youth organisations and scouts 
met the rest of the parade at the war memorial from 
Trinity Street, where a service was led by The Rev¬ 
erend Canon Thomas Woodhouse, Rector of Dorch¬ 
ester. 

Les Cuff of the Royal British Legion read the Ex¬ 
hortation before the last post and Reveille were 
sounded by Tom Bidwell, a Thomas Hardye School 
student. 

George Osborne, chairman of the Dorchester Royal 
Naval Association, read the Kohima Epitaph and the 
laying of the wreathes were led by mayor of Dorch¬ 
ester, Tim Harries. 

While various organisations laid wreathes - includ¬ 
ing the Dorset Army Cadet Force, the Royal Fleet 
Auxiliary Organisation, the emergency services, the 
Lions Club of Dorchester, Dorchester and Poundbury 
Rotary Clubs, British Red Cross and the Royal Ar¬ 
tillery Association to name a few - CSjt Alex Miller 
of the C Coy 6 Rifles and Cadet CSgt Hannah Wyatt 
of the Dorset Army Cadet Force read the names of the 
fallen. 

The congregation joined in with a number of hymns 
around the memorial, led by Canon Thomas Wood- 
house, who also addressed the crowd, and prayers 
were led by Roger Frapwell, Pastor of Dorchester 


Community Church and a reading given my by the 
mayor, Tom Harries.. 

The service concluded with the singing of the Na¬ 
tional Anthem. 

German POWs who died in Dorchester during the 
First World War were remembered in a service at their 
memorial in Fordington Cemetery. 

The monument is the only known free-standing 
memorial to German prisoners of war in England and 
was given Grade II Listed status last year. It com¬ 
memorates forty five Germans who died while at the 
Prisoner of War Camp in old Poundbury, most during 
an influenza pandemic towards the end of the war. 
The POW camp was the largest in the country and 
housed around 4,500 inmates, many of whom worked 
in the town, taking the place of local young men who 
had been sent to fight. 

Every year a small service is held at the memorial 
on the afternoon of Remembrance Sunday.

A MEMORIAL has been unveiled 
in Weymouth to commemorate 
those in the Merchant Navy and 
fishing fleets who have lost their 
lives at sea. 

The Portland stone tribute stands 
close to the Pier Bandstand on the 
Esplanade and was built following 
a fundraising campaign lead by 
Captain Paul Compton, Chairman 
of the Weymouth, Portland and 
District Merchant Navy Associa¬ 
tion. 

“The support and dedication that 
this town has given is truly amaz¬ 
ing. I thought raising £20,000 was 
going to be really difficult and it 
hasn’t been difficult. Everybody 
got into it, local people and com¬ 
panies. It has been tremendous. I 
never had a doubt that it wouldn’t 
happen. It is a really emotional 
day,” said Captain Compton. 

“I am so proud. I’m proud of the 
memorial I’m proud of my associ¬ 
ation and I’m proud of the town,” 
he added. 

The wreath was laid by 9 3-year- 
old Anthony Cash. 

“I went to sea in 1939 and 
through the whole of the war. 
That’s why they asked me. It’s a 
sad day but a rejoicing day because 
now we have the monument. We 
are not far from the sea and the 
Shambles, where a lot of people 
are buried, and I think it’s like a 
headstone for the Atlantic and here. 
It’s a wonderful day, we’ve done 
very well.” 

Councillor Christine James was 
mayor when the idea was first put 
forward.

She said: “Paul Compton and 
Rikk Butler (from TS Pelican) 
came to me with the plans and they 
had it all organised. I felt that it 
was the right thing to do. It just 
goes to show that, if you put your 
mind to it, you can make things 
happen and make them happen 
quickly.” 

Dorset South MP Richard Drax 
attended the servic, and said: “It 
has been a long time coming and I 
am amazed it has taken so long. 
They’re a civilian force and not a 
military force and I think that’s 
been the problem. But civilians are 
recognised, for example the 
George Cross is a civilian medal, 
and thousands have died keeping 
us alive and providing us with the 
goods and wherewithal to fight 
Germany in the last war. People 
still serve on the seas and 90 per 
cent of our trade comes via the sea 
so they play a vital role and I’m re¬ 
ally delighted that at last they will 
receive the recognition they de¬ 
serve. It’s a great day.” 

The Weymouth, Portland and 
District branch of the Merchant 
Navy Association was founded in 
2010 to promote comradeship and 
welfare of both retired and serving 
members of the Merchant Navy. 
The branch meets on the 2nd 
Thursday of each month at the 
Royal Dorset Yacht Club on Cus¬ 
tom House Quay at 7.30pm and 
welcomes new members.

Council grants to help create

DORSET County Hospital has 
launched a new support service 
for critical care patients. 

The Critical Care Follow-Up 
Team are now running a special 
clinic for patients who have been 
admitted to the Critical Care Unit, 
and their families, to ensure peo¬ 
ple are recovering well physically 
and psychologically. 

The team are also setting up a 
patient group to enable former pa¬ 
tients and their loved ones to meet 
up and share experiences. The 
first meeting will be held in 
February 2017. 

Critical Care Unit Senior Sister 


Liz Bradbury said: “The aim of 
the clinic is to review the progress 
of patients who have been in crit¬ 
ical care. 

“Patients can discuss their re¬ 
covery, memories and any prob¬ 
lems they may have. 

“The team will provide support 
and guidance to patients and their 
families - loved ones are very 
much encouraged to come along 
and participate in the consultation. 

“It is very informal and allows a 
timely consultation with clinic 
staff.” 

As well as critical care consul¬ 
tant and nursing staff, the team in¬ 


cludes staff who can offer psycho¬ 
logical and physiotherapy sup¬ 
port. 

The service will be extended to 
those who have been admitted to 
DCH’s Critical Care Unit for 
three days or more. These patients 
will receive a letter inviting them 
to attend. However, patients who 
were in critical care for less than 
three days are still very welcome 
to book an appointment.

Cheesemakers support Poppy Appeal 



LOCALLY produced Poppy shaped cheeses 
have gone on sale in Dorset - helping to 
raise money for the county's poppy 
appeal. 

The veteran Cheddar which 
has been aged for nine 
months, is made by Dorset 
based cheesemakers, Ford 
Farm. The Cheddar has 
been pressed into the 
shape of the British Legion's 
iconic poppy design and 
is then coated in a shiny, 
poppy-red wax. 

10,000 Poppy Ched¬ 
dars will be distributed 
through Tesco stores na¬ 
tionwide with several local 
shops also selling the cheese. 

They will carry a retail price of £2 
and a minimum 72p for each one sold will 
be donated directly to the 2016 Poppy Ap 


peal by Ford Farm. 

Each Poppy Cheddar contains 200g of 
Ford Farm's award-winning West 
Country Farmhouse Cheddar. 
Martin Crabb, the brains be¬ 
hind the idea and Head 
Cheesemaker at Ford Farm 
said: "We are hugely com¬ 
mitted to supporting ini¬ 
tiatives like this here at Ford 
Farm - and just as much 
we love a challenge. 

"We created a hand¬ 
made mould in the 
shape of the poppy and 
coated it in red wax and 
the result was even better 
than we hoped for, as well as 
viable in terms of production.

Care company steps in 
to help youth centre 


AGINCARE have come to the aid 
of Weymouth youth centre STEPS 
Club for Young People and donated 
a range of office equipment.

Instructions: 

Combine the vodka, Creme de Menthe and 
peppermint schnapps in a martini shaker 
filled with ice, then shake. Let sit for a minute. 
While mixture is sitting, coat the rim of the 
glass with the red sugar.To rim the glass, pour 
sugar onto a shallow plate. Dip glass rim into 
water, followed by the sugar. Strain mixture 
from shaker into the martini glass. Top off with 
the carbonated water.

CANDY CANE MARTINI 

Ingredients: 

50 ml berry-flavored vodka 
50 ml white Creme de Menthe 
25 ml peppermint schnapps 
Cranberry juice 
Ice 

Martini shaker 

Mini candy canes (for the rim and garnish) 

Instructions: 

Put small candy canes into a quart size freezer 
bag and crush them by using a rolling pin. 
Continue until there are small pieces for rim of 
glass. Combine the vodka, Creme de Menthe 
and peppermint schnapps in a martini shaker 
filled with ice, then shake. Let sit for a minute. 
While mixture is sitting, coat the rim of the 
glass with the crushed candy canes.To rim the 
glass pour candy cane pieces onto a shallow 
plate. Dip glass rim into water, followed by the 
sugar. Strain mixture from shaker into the 
martini glass. Top off with the cranberry juice.

MARVELLOUS MINCE PIES 


PAUL Hollywood prefers melt-in-the-mouth pas¬ 
try for his fruity mince pies, so this recipe is nice 
and short 
PREP: 45 MINS 
COOK: 15 MINS 
SERVES: 16 

Ingredients: 

1 large jar mincemeat (about 600g) 

2 satsuma, segmented 

1 apple, finely chopped 
zest 1 lemon 

little icing sugar, for dusting 
For the pastry 
375g plain flour 
260g unsalted butter, softened 



125g caster sugar, plus extra for sprinkling 
1 large egg, plus 1 beaten egg for glazing 
Instructions: 

Place the flour and butter in a bowl and rub to¬ 
gether to a crumb consistency. Add the sugar 
and the egg, and mix together. Tip out onto a 
lightly floured surface and fold until the pastry 
comes together, be careful not to over mix. Wrap 
the pastry in cling film and chill for 10 mins. 

Scoop the mincemeat into a bowl and add the 
satsumas, apple and zest. 

Heat oven to 220C/200C fan/gas 7. Roll out the 
pastry to 3mm thick. Using a round cutter (about 
10cm), cut out 16 bases and place them into 
muffin trays. Put 11/2 tbsp mincemeat mixture 
into each. Brush the edge of each pie with a little 
beaten egg. Re-roll out the pastry to cut 7cm lids 
and press them on top to seal. Glaze with the rest 
of the egg, sprinkle with caster sugar, then make 
a small cut in the tops. 

Bake mince pies for 15-20 mins until golden 
brown. Leave to cool before releasing them from 
the muffin trays and dusting with icing sugar. 
Serve.

Missed chances cost Magpies tilt at Trophy 


Dorchester Town 0 Basingstoke 3 
TA Trophy 2nd qua! - att; 306 
EVEN Basingstoke manager Terry Brown could 
not believe how his side were in the hat for the 
Third Qualifying Round of the FA Trophy after 
his charges were ripped apart in the first half by 
some of the most potent football home fans 
have seen from the Magpies this season. 

The full-time outfit had been totally out¬ 
played by a tenacious and rampant Dorchester 
side and were just looking to survive until half 
time when the game was turned on its head 
two minutes before the break when Richard 
Whittingham needlessly tugged back substi¬ 
tute Nana Owusu just outside the area. 

Owusu who had replaced the injured Charlie 
Kennedy after 26 minutes dusted himself down 
before firing the free kick over the wall and into 
Shane Murphy's bottom right corner of the 
goal. 

The crowd were stunned to find the visitors 
going into the break with the lead when they 
could have been at least two goals down. 

From the first whistle Dorchester pressurised 
the visitors' defence, none more so than left 
back Robert Atkinson who was turned inside 
out by the combination of Ollie Bassett and 
Franklyn Clarke, making a welcome return to 
The Avenue after leaving York City by mutual 
consent last week. 

The pair backed up by manager Mark Jermyn 
at full back cut the young defender to bits, forc¬ 
ing him and his colleagues into errors. 

Nathan Walker put an early header over the 
top from Clarke's cross before the latter beat 
Atkinson and Sam Deadfield in a mazy run 
down the right. His cross looked perfect for 
Walker who appeared to be pushed by Joe 
Gator, but the referee ignored claims for a 
penalty. 

With just 11 minutes gone Yeovil Town loanee 
Bassett's deep cross found Walker, but some¬ 
how Dragons keeper AlexTokarczyk got across 
goal to deny him with a point-blank save. 

The visiting keeper then got lucky when 
Clarke fired in a low curling shot which he failed 
to hold, but grabbed at the second attempt, be¬ 
fore Tom Blair fired over from 25-years after 
Morgan had won the ball. 

Kennedy, unable to continue after a previous 
knock was replaced by Owusu on 26 minutes, 
but still Dorchester continued their dominance, 
and almost got the goal their play deserved; 
Morgan's curling shot beating the keeper but 
bouncing off the post. 

Then Blair, having neatly sidestepped a de¬ 


fender fired straight at the keeper. 

Despite all this pressure, it was Basingstoke 
who scored with their first shot on goal to leave 
the Magpies dumfounded at the break. If this 
had been a boxing match the referee would 
have stopped the fight such was Dorchester's 
domination. 

Basingstoke changed tactics at halftime and 
moved to a 4-4-2 by substituting striker Aaron 
Jarvis for midfielder Whittingham, and they did 
improve, and on 54 minutes doubled the lead 
through a penalty. 

Matt Oldring blocked a cross from the right 
and Murphy, in trying to retrieve the loose ball, 
brought down Aaron Redford, who picked him¬ 
self to convert with confidence. 

Dorchester's response was to replace Jermyn 
and Morgan with David Gerrard and Mario Ma- 
teus. 

Two golden opportunities went begging 
soon after when Walker could failed to get his 
foot around the ball when Tokarczyk's could 
only parry Bassett's fierce strike, and then Ger¬ 
rard and Walker appeared to get in each other's 
way after the keeper failed to hold Blair's close 
range effort. 

Although the Dragons were making a better 
game of it in the second hand, it was Dorch¬ 
ester who were the more potent, although Matt 
Partridge side footed over from 18 yards. 

Jake Smeeton's 30-yard free kick was well held 
by the keeper, and Blair's low cross following a 
jinking run along the byline was hacked away 
at the near post, before Walker proved it was 
not to be Dorchester's day when he side footed 
a perfect cross from Mateus beyond the farpost. 

To rub salt in the wounds Deadfield added a 
third for the visitors in added time with a fierce 
shot that Murphy got a big hand to but couldn't 
prevent from going in. 

Blues grab dramatic 
late winner

PORTLAND United grabbed a dramatic late 
winner in a pulsating game at New Grove Cor¬ 
ner last night (Tuesday).

The visitors doubled their advantage when 
the referee awarded a penalty after penalising 
Tom Richardson for holding Joe Chamberlain 
following Will Tickle's free kick. Mark Barker 
made no mistake from the spot. 

Portland continued to be positive and captain 
Lewis Whyton saw his goal bound header from 
Alex Halloran's corner deflected behind off a 
Badger defender, before Lewis Clarke broke 
clear from just inside the visitors half. He looked 
odds-on to score as he bore down on goal but 
keeper Callum Maher blocked his effort with his 
legs. 

The second half saw Portland pull a goal back 
six minutes in when Whyton's headed home 
from Halloran's corner. 

The previously assured Badgers defence sud¬ 
denly became nervous, whilst the Blues mid- 
field gained control. 

This gave full backs Ross Doidge, and partic¬ 
ularly Chris Clarke, space wide to run at their 
opponents, and when Smith's angled shot just 
missed the far angle of the goal, the ball was re¬ 
cycled to Clarke whose teasing cross whipped 
on the wind forcing Maher to acrobatically fin¬ 
gertip the ball away. 

It only appeared a matter of time before the 
Blues levelled, but midway through the half 
Brockenhurst had a chance to seal the game 
when Tickle broke clear.

The Badgers were now on the ropes and first 
Maher did well to block Richardson's shot with 
his feet before Lewis Clarke headed another 
Halloran cross wide. 

As a wonderfully entertaining game moved 
into added time, it appeared to be heading for 
a draw but there was one final twist as Richard¬ 
son got up at the far post to nod Halloran's cor¬ 
ner into the roof of the net to earn the Blues 
victory. 

Apart from the penalty conversion, Little was 
seen of Badger's Barker, the Sydenham Wessex 
League Premier Division's top scorer with 15 
goals, who was well held by the Blues defence.

"Anyone reading the results and see 
that we lost 3-0 will think we were rolled 
over, but it couldn't have been further 
from the truth. 

"They had four attempts on goal and 
scored three whilst we had so many, and 
how we didn't score was beyond me.

Out of all cup competitions, he 
added:"We have to look towards the rest

With no budget to play with he has to 
move some players on to do this, and 
suggested he would be talking to some 
of those players this week.

We are in a position where 
we have got to think about who we bring 
in." 

Despite conceding three goals Jermyn 
felt his defence did quite well. "I wouldn't 
look at the back four and say they were 
that bad, and if we weren't creating so 
many chances as we are, I would be wor¬ 
ried. 

"However, I think the players are good 
enough to turn it around." 

The return of Frankie Clarke, who won 
the sponsors MOM, was a big boost and 
Jermyn thinks his arrival and enthusiasm 
will spur the team. 

"He really enjoyed his time here last 
time, and I think he's going to be the in¬ 


jection of energy we need and will push 
other players even further. 

Jermyn is very happy to extend both 
Yeovil Town's Ollie Bassett and Joe Lea 
loans if possible. "We are very happy with 
both of them, and both are keen to stay, 
which says something for the way they 
are treated at the club. 

"We're not far from being a very good 
side, but these errors are very costly, so 
just watch this space." 

Jermyn confirmed that Sol Ayunga is to 
go on loan toToolstation Premier League 
outfit Bridport for a month in order to get 
game time, and the chance to play some 
men's football. 

Summer signing Mario Mateus became 
the first player to leave the club following 
Jermyn's decision to bring in new players.
